It largely re- 
duced the tax on an -important 
agricultural staple --tobacco.” 

He added that he felt bound ‘to 


[tariff] taxation . . have not al- 
ways been wise,” and he vigorously 
maintained the necessity of giving 
fall protection to all American in- 
dustries. 

Since the act of 1883 no further 
‘reduction of taxation has been 
made, because the Democratic par- 
ty, having a majority in the House 
of Representatives, failed to pass 
any bill; and although the Se ate 
cap, under the Constitution, ‘‘pro- 
pose or concur with amendments” 
on such bills, yet *‘all bills for rais- 
ing revenue shall originate in the 
House.” (Constitution, Art. I., Sec. 
7.). 
in his Wilmington (Ohio) speech, 
September 15, 1887, Mr. Sherman 
said : 

‘The money of the people should 

not be withdrawn from the channels 
of circulation except to meet proper 
national expenditures, and wien 
collected it shoald be paid out as 
rapidly as’ its proper application 
willadmit.
